Hooding of McElmo Wash just north 
of the Arizona boundary near Aneth, 
Utah

Phoenix. 
Authorities 
said

undetermined number of persons, as 
many as a dozen, were missing. 
“ We simply have no idea how 
many people are missing,” said 
Sheriff's deputy, C. B. Haught of 
Pay son.

people were swept away because 
there were so many campers in the 
area over the holiday. We receive 
more reports of missing persons 
every hour.” 
Divers continued searching for the 
bodies of Evart Bartholomew, hi);

The Swiss government announced

W I L S O N POINT, La — 
(NEA)—School has opened 
in this part of the South with 
at least one ironic twist to 
the desegregation dilemma. 


F"ar from the b l a c k t o p 
here in central Louisiana 
there is a small, noncon­ 
forming, eight-grade institu­ 
tion which has been segre­ 
gated for four decades. Now 
both pupils and parents are 
nervously aware that their 
traditions are in jeopardy. 


One 
student, 
11-year-old 
Phillip Coleman, says it for 
all: 


“E v e r y b o d y here likes 
school the way it’s always 
been. We don’t wanna be 
bused someplace else. We 
don’t want anything any dif­ 
ferent.” 


You may have a l r e a d y 
guessed that the ironic twist 
here is that Phillip Coleman 
is 
Negro, 
not 
Caucasian. 
That his school is all black, 
not all white. And that the 
tradition of this boondock re­ 
gion is not rednecked big­ 
otry—but pure and plainly 
soul. 


Wilson Point is a mile or 
two of dirty road outside 
Ruby, La., which is outside 
Pineville, La., which is out­ 
side Alexandria. Never mind 
looking for it on a map. Lo­ 
cals say the best way to get 
here is as the crow flies— 
“only not many crows bother 
flying this way.” 


The neighborhood is en­ 
tirely black. A colony of pri­ 
vate Negroes, whose history 


predates the recollections of 
the 35 resident families. 
The s e t t l e m e n t is not 
much. Mostly potholes and 
pine tree needles. 
“About the only thing good 
we got, other than a church, 
is our school,” admits com­ 
munity leader Rev. Arthur 
Coleman. “We’re all very 
proud of it. It’s got a good 
academic record. That’s why 
we don’t want it to change 
none now.” 
Unf or t unat el y, the law 
may insist that the school 
change. Because it’s a glow­ 
ing example of everything 
desegregation is trying to 
cure. 
For one thing, the Wilson 
Point school is, say the au­ 
thorities, too small. There 
are only three rooms, one a 
combination k i t c h e n-cafe- 
teria. And there are only 
two 
t e a c h e r s—one 
who 
handles 
the 
first 
through 
fourth grades; a second who 
takes care of five through 
eight. 
M o r e o v e r , the school is 
outmoded. History textbooks 
are old. V i s u a l aids are 
scarce. And there is some 
foot-dragging in moving into 
the era of new math, new 


reading and new everything 
else. 
Finally, obviously, Wilson 
Point is segregated. 
Thus federal officials have 
said that “restructuring” is 
in order. The Wilson Point 
school may have to close. 
Explains school board mem­ 
ber Charles Slay: “ Washing­ 
ton has said it wants these 
kids to get an equal educa­ 
tion with whites. Now, the 
school’s not big enough to 
have whites bused in here. 
So what would happen is the 
black kids would have to be 
bused away. If that’s what it 
comes down to, the Wilson 
Point school would die.” 
So there it is: The law. 
And here they are: The peo­ 
ple of Wilson Point, easy 
and simple, poor but proud, 
worried tnat something that 
may be done “for” them will 
really be done “to” them. 
They are miffed. 
“ I tell you,” says Wilson 
Point P r i n c i p a l Pricilla 
Bush, “it’ll be a bad day for 
these people if the school is 
closed. The s c h o o l is the 
heart of the community. It’s 
the meeting house, the cul­ 
tural center—e v e r y t h i n g . 
Ladies b o r r o w our lunch 
tables for socials, men bor­ 
row our books to write let­ 


ters And what’s more, the 
school has the only deep 
water well in the area. Hon­ 
estly, I don’t think this com­ 
munity would survive if their 
schoolhouse was taken from 
them.” 
Besides, says the principal 
(for 22 years), Wilson Point 
has nothing to be ashamed 
of academically. It may be 
small but it’s very produc­ 
tive P r i c i l l a Bush says 
teaching is intense and indi­ 
vidualized. As a result, dur­ 
ing her tenure alone, 75 kids 
have 
graduated. 
F’ifty 
of 
them completed high school, 
10 finished college. 
But even beyond the sta­ 
tistics, and beyond the com­ 
munity needs, there is one 
more c o n c e r n about the 
c h a n g i n g of local school 
ways. 
That is the social concern. 
“Well,” says one resident 
named Coleman (almost ev­ 
erybody is named Coleman 
here), “to tell the truth, I 
don’t like the idea of busin’ 
my kids to a school with 
whites in it. Now I don’t 
have nothin’ against white 
folk. But we never had much 
to do with them before. And 
I don’t see no good reason 
for changin’ that now.”

NEW Y O R K -(N E A )-If 
it’s true that the movie- 
public loves actors it can 
hate, Frank Langella has a 
good shot at becoming one 
of the best-loved thespians of 
all time. 
Not that Frank is really 
ratty, but he does have a 
great talent for p l a y i n g 
meanies. So great that the 
folks in Hollywood have as­ 
sured him that he can make 
a great living for years to 
come torturing sweet young 
things and pushing old ladies 
down flights of stairs on the 
big silver screen.

NEW YORK (NEA) 
After 182 years, the U.S. Post Office Department will 
cease to exist next year. A quasigovernmental authority— 
the United States Postal Service—will replace it. 
Among other things, the new mail agency is expected to 
increase first-class mail rates from six to eight cents—and 
take a long, hard look at chain letters. 
No doubt you are acquainted with chain letters: 
“Dear Friend: 
“Congratulations! This chain letter is about to make 
you a rich man. It has been around the world 365 
times and has brought inestimable wealth to thou­ 
sands just like you and me. 
“All you have to do is send a piddling $100.00 to 
the person whose name appears last on the list below. 
Delete his name, add yours at the top and then mail 
13,000 copies to friends and relatives. 
“Within three weeks, you will be independently 
wealthy and can retire to Secaucus, N.J., to live out a 
full, rewarding life. 
“One other thing: Unless you want to have your 
family trampled in its sleep by a horde of charging 
millipedes, don't break the chain. Breaking a chain 
letter is the surest way in the world to get bad luck. 
“A man from Yankton, N.D., once broke a chain 
letter and was never again able to perform a double­ 
wicket shot in croquet. Similar tales of woe are told 
throughout the world. Don’t ask for bad luck. Send 
money.’’ 
According to one survey, at least 1,200 chain letters are 
in circulation within the United States now. They promise 
everything from money to booze to golf balls to green 
stamps. There is no estimate available on the amount of 
goods that actually change hands. 


Legally, the chain letter is regarded as “more or less 
against the law,” according to a former New York post 
office official. 
“Chain letters fall into the ‘fraud’ category as far as 
the Post Office is concerned,” said Herman Snyder, a re­ 
tired postal inspector. “We always took a very cold atti­ 
tude toward them.” 
Snyder says that he usually collected about 500 chain 
letters during a six-month period—“and that’s not countin 
all the letters that went through which nobody complaine 
about.” 
Persons who complain about chain letters usually have 
good reason, he pointed out. 
“I remember a woman who was very sick came in here 
with a letter that said if she didn’t adhere to its instruc­ 
tions, her life would be in jeopardy. Now, I’m against that 
sort of thing. An illegal lottery is one thing, but frightening 
sick women is too much.” 
Many chain letters circulate around Christmas time, he 
says. “I don’t know why, exactly. I guess there’s a bit of 
communication in the letters, too. After all, you don’t 
usually send chain letters to someone you don’t know.” 
The primary purpose of the new postal system is to 
transfer from Congress to the new agency authority to 
preferential classes of mail, 
determine postal salaries and make appointments and pro­ 
set postal rates, establish 
determine postal salaries a 
motions in the department. 
But Snyder predicted some changes in mail regulations, 
too. 
“I think they may take a harder look at chain letters,” 
he said. “The way it stands now, there’s no way you can 
prosecute a person who sends one. I realize that there is 
no actual physical harm in most of them, but I don’t think 
they should be allowed to go around frightening sick old 
ladies, either.”

War no alibi 


For five long years, the Vietnam 
war has been for many Americans 
the great excuse, the prime rea.son 
we were not easing racial strife, 
solving a wide range of urban 
problems, making domestic society 
work better overall 
It’s time we 
stopped this nonsen.se 
First off, as 1 have pointed out in 
numerical detail often before, our 
expenditures for education, health, 
welfare and a variety of other .social 
purpo.ses have for the most part 
soared steadily to new heights even 
as we prosecuted the war 
Secondly, if war cost miraculously 
dropped to zero, tomorrow, the 
demand tor additional outlays for 
established social goals is already 
so great that the .so-called "peace 
dividend” would be devoured in a 
flash. 
This assumes, of 
course, 
that

The truth IS that both young and 
adult American have been using the 
Vietnam war as an alibi tor avoiding 
the hard tasks of social change 
•No nation can call it.self great, 
resourceful, imaginative, genuinely 
concerned il it convinces it.self it 
can do just one big thing at a time 
It IS the mark of the small mind, and 
of limited national vision, to suggest 
we cannot go adventuring in .space 
or casting our ptiwerful influence 
abroad while we are attacking the 
deprivations of the 
black urban 
ghetto, the shortcomings of our 
schools, the insulficiency ot U .S. 
health care 
We have actually been doing all 
these things at once - and not for the 


first time, either. When World War 
11 was over, we discovered that our 
c iv ilia n 
eco n o m y 
had 
been 
maintained at a very comfortable 
level 
even as we supported 
12 
million men under arms. 
Admittedly, we have not solved all 
the huge domestic problems, but we 
have lilted millions out of poverty, 
brought rea.sonably adequate health 
care to millions of oldsters who 
never had it before, added countless 
young people to the high .school and 
college rosters. 
To 
the 
extent 
that 
immense 
difficulties persist, we have learned 
that more mass infusions of money 
may not provide the answer. You 
can get yourself a roomful of .social 
analysts who will tell you that what 
we need is not just more money but 
more 
inventive 
techniques 
for 
getting at the problems. 
Here’s where the vaunted brain­ 
power of our "idealistic” young 
people ought to come into play. In 
.some admirable instances it has, 
but 
where 
radicals and slightly 
lesser militants have .set the tone, it 
has not. 
To listen to them, you’d think we 
couldn’t clean a stream, pick up a 
beer 
can. 
rebuild 
a 
burned-out 
ghetto, improve a .school curriculum 


or get an old lady a crutch so long as 
one soldier remains in Vietnam. 
This is the purest self-serving 
bunk. As Prof. Zbigniew Brzezinski 
of Columbia asserts in his book, 
"Between 
Two 
Ages,” 
the war 
simply has provided the young with 
convenient excuse "for turning their 
backs 
on 
the 
difficult 
and 
inescapably 
slow 
task of social 
renewal.” 
The evidence is strong that if 
Vietnam had not come along, the 
disaffected would have found .some­ 
thing else to justify the cry for 
destruction of "the system ” and 
immediate 
installation 
of 
the 
millenium. 
Largely forgotten is the fact that 
for long months in late 1968 and 
early 1969, Vietnam was little heard 
ot on the campuses and "black 
studies” were the big cau.se of 
unrest. 
It is interesting to recall, too. that 
at Berkeley - birthplace of student 
revolt - young activists in 1962 sided 
with 
Soviet 
leaders 
when 
they 
nearly brought on World War III by 
first trying to take over free Berlin 
and 
then 
im planting 
ballistic 
missiles 
in 
Cuba. 
They 
reviled 
President Kennedy for demanding 
the missiles removed.

predictions of doomsday. They did 
say, however, that the con.sequences

They 
urged, therefore, a clo.se, hard look 
at what may occur before going any 
further witli the SST. 
The two Senators from Wi.sconsin.

Proxm ire chaired a subcommittee 
calling for rejection of the proposed 
current appropriation of $290 million 
on the score that urgent domestic 
needs had far higher priority than 
the super.sonic plane. The report 
denied the intention that .American 
aircraft companies would have to 
buy the British-French Concorde 
and thereby worsen the .American 
balance of payments.
